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Congress Overrides Veto Of War-Powers Limitations 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Handing Presi­ 
dent Nixon a major defeat, the House 
voted Wednesday to override his veto and 
enact a bill to curb presidents’ war 
powers 
The fifklay limit on presidents’ power 
to commit U S combat troops abroad 
without Congress' approval became law 
immediately when the Senate overrode 
the veto. 
The Símate vote was 75 to 18, or 13 
more than required 
The House overrode the veto hours 
earlier 284 to 135, four more than the two- 
thirds needed 
The war powers bill was opposed on 


the final vote by a coalition of President 
Nixon’s supporters and antiwar con­ 
gressmen \^ o contended it would grant 
presidents new power to wage war up to 
80 days without Congressional approval. 
Sen. Thomas F. Eagleton, D-Mo. 
called the bill "blank-check authority to 
carry us into war" and said President 
Nixon could use it immediately if he 
wanted to send 11 S. combat troops into 
the Middle East. 
Rut Senate Armed Services Chairman 
John C. Stennis, D-Miss., and Sen. Hubert 
H. Humphrey, D-Minn., said the bill was 
never intended to restrict presidential 
war powers but instead require that 


Congress share the burden of committing 
Americans to war. 
Sen John Tower, R-Tex„ urged that 
the Senate get "not ¡w caught up in the 
hysteria of Watergate " as to enact the 
war powers bill "to kick the President 
while he is down” 
Congress’ override of the President’s 
veto was its first in nine tries this year 


and the fifth since Nixon became Presi­ 
dent 
Republican Leader and Vice President- 
designate fierald R Ford openly movf*d 
among Republicans urging votes against 
the override He urged the House from 
the podium not to turn against the fh-esi-

Nebraska Veto Vote Split

Washington — N ebraska’s five 
Republican members of Congress 
Wednesday split 1 to 4 as both the Senate 
and House voted to override President 


Nixon’s veto of the war powers bill. 
Rep. Charles Thone voted to override 
Nixon’s veto; Reps, John McCollister and 
David Martin and Sens. Carl Curtis and 
Roman Hruska voted to sustain the veto. 


House Demwratic [/» ader Thomas P 
O Neill ,fR. responded that the war 
powers curb has nothing to do with the 
Middle East — but would restore 
Congress' control as an equal partner 
over war commitments 
Inspired by the Vietnam war. the bill 
was intendiHl to prevent the 1 nited States 
from becoming involved in such a conflict 
without Congress’ specific approval 
Many congressmen switched from their 
traditional positions 
Nixon vetoed the bill two weeks ago. 
calling its curbs on presidential war 
powers "both 
unconstitutional and 
dangerous. ’’

Social Security . . . 
Panel OKs 
11% Boost 


Washington iUPI) — The House Ways and 
Means Committee approved Wednesday an 11% 
boost in benefits during 1974 for the country’s 28 
million Social Security recipients. 
The committee overturned its 13-12 Tuesday 
approval of a Republican plan to increase benefits 
10% effective in July checks. Democrats agreed 
overnight on the faster 11% increase, then rammed 
it through the committee by voice vote. 
The two-stage Democratic plan would get an 
increase to recipients sooner by making the first 
7” effective with the checks they receive in April. 
The remainder would come In July checks. 
The increase would be financed by an increase 
to $13.200 in the salary base on which ^ i a l Securi­ 
ty payroll taxes are computed. The present base is 
$10,800, and und^ present law it would have gone 
to $12,600 in 19 74 anyway. 
This means that the tax burden will fall on 
those in the upper income brackets. The present 
tax rate of 5.85% would remain the same, meaning 
that anyone making $10,800 or less would pay no 
more taxes in 1974 than this year. 
The maximum Social Security tax in 1974 un­ 
der the committee plan would be $772.20, as op­ 
posed to the $631.80 maximum this year and 
$737.10 in 1974 if the law was not changed. 
The increase would replace an automatic cost 
of living increase expected to be at least 11.5% 
before it came due Jan 1.19 75 Some 5 9 % of that 
increase was scheduled for July 3. 
The committee bill would grant the next cost 
of living increase in July. 1975, and would give all 
further cost of living increases in July instead of 
January. 
Acting Ways and Means Chairman A1 Ullman, 
IM)re., said the bill would be brought to the House 
floor next week. The Senate Finance Committee 
has approved a 7% boost effective Jan. 1, and it is 
considered almost certain that Congress will pass 
some form of Social Security bill before it adjourns 
for the year. 
Whether President Nixon will sign the bill is 
another question.

U.S. District Judge Warren K. Urbom 
Wednesday issued a temporary restraining order 
barring the termination of two physicians at the 
University of Nebraska Medical Center in Omaha 
who perform abortions in their private practice. 


The o rder ca me in respo nse to a suit filed 
ea rlier Wednesda y by the two phy sicia ns, Dr. G. 
Willia m Orr a nd Dr. Ma rv in L. Dietrich, 
cha lleng ing the co nstitutio na lity o f the univ ersity ’s 
po licies o n a bo rtio ns a t the center. 


Urbom said the order would remain in effect 
until further order or until the case was heard on 
its merits. That date was set for April 7, 1974. 
Resolution 
At Issue 
At issue is a June 23 resolution passed by the 
NU Board of Regents stating that any full-time 
member of the medical center staff who performed 
abortions outside the center would be subject to 
termination and limiting the number of abortions 
performed at the center to 15 per week. 
Acco rding to the suit, Orr a nd Dietrich then 
requested tha t they ha v e pa rt-time sta tus, which 
they receiv ed fo r a perio d o f 
9 0 da y s. The two 
phy sicia ns ha v e co ntinued to fulfill full-time 
tea ching a nd serv ice o blig a tio ns a t 
75% their full­ 
time sa la ry during this time, a cco rding to the suit. 


Although requests have been made that Orr 
and Dietrich be allowed to maintain part-time 
status until June 30, 1974, when contracts expire, 
those requests have been refused, the suit claims. 
The “import” of this refusal, the suit claims, is 
that Orr and Dietrich will be terminated unless 
they discontinue the operation of their private of­ 
fice and agree to limit their patients in the universi­ 
ty hospital in an "arbitrary manner." 
The suit alleges that enforcement of the resolu­ 
tion will deprive the physicians of their “right to 
practice medicine and make medical judgments in 
consultation with their patients.” 


In addition to requesting that termination of 
the two physicians be blocked, the suit also 
specifically requests that enforcement of the limit 
on abortions at the medical center and enforce­ 
ment of the June 23 resolution be barred. 
N^med as defendants in the suit are the NU 
Board of Regents, collectively and individually, NU 
President D. B. Varner and Medical Center 
Chancellor Robert Sparks.

— Acupunc­ 
ture burst into the American 
public’s awareness less than two 
years ago, when President Nixon 
and an entourage of reporters 
traveled to Communist China. 


Yet the a ncient hea ling 
technique, inv o lv ing the inser­ 
tio n o f needles a t specified 
po ints o f the bo dy , ha s been in 
use in China fo r so me 5,0 0 0 y ea rs 
a nd in Ja pa n fo r 2,0 0 0 , sa y s o ne 
of two K^sa s City o steo pa thic 
phy sicia ns who run a cupuncture 
clinics. 


Dr. James Rowland has made 
frequent trips to Japan and 
Taiwan to study acupuncture un­ 
der several of the 30-or-so 
worldwide authorities, including 
Drs. Gunji and Nagatani of 
Japan. They pioneered the new 
acupuncture field of 
ry o do ra ku, 
involving diagnosis by pulse and 
use of the electric acupuncture 
needle. Dr. Rowland says. 
A broken ankle recently forced 
Dr. Rowland to cancel a trip to 
Seoul, South Korea, to present a 
paper before the World Congress 
of Acupuncturists. 
‘Co uldn’t Sa y Much’ 
He has been practicing 
acupuncture for ten years, he 
says, although “you couldn’t say 
much” about it until recently. 
The other osteopath, Dr. 
William Fowler, says acupunc­ 
ture has also been used exten­ 
sively in Europe and England 
since World War II. There, he 
says, it has demonstrated its 
effectiveness in treating a varie­ 
ty of ailments. 
It is particularly useful, Dr. 


Fowler claims, in relieving 
chronic back, headache and 
arthritic pain, as a sedative for 
highly nervous persons, in rever­ 
sing hearing loss and post-stroke 
paralysis, in alleviating anxiety, 
depression and schizophrenia, 
and as an adjunct to antibiotics 
in treating acute infection. 


It is a lso used a s a surg ica l 
a na esthetic. 
Dr. Fowler, who retired from 
regular practice four years ago, 
at first thought “there couldn’t 
be much to it (acupuncture); it 
didn’t make much sense,” he 
recalls. “Well, I found it doesn’t 
make sense. But the system 
works.” 
A year and a half ago. Dr. 
Fowler decided to come out of 
retirement and apply what he 
had learned from seminars given 
in Kansas City by Japanese and 
Chinese acupuncturists. He has 
been practicing in a remodeled 
house, and hopes to build a full- 
fledged clinic on the site when 
more trained personnel are 
available to staff it. 
Twelv e ‘Meridia ns’ 
Acupuncture, Dr. Fowler says, 
is predicated on a theory of 
twelve “meridians" of energy 
flow running the length of the 
body, just under the skin. If 
penetrated by a needle, each of 
some 1,000 receptor points along 
the meridians will increase or 
decrease the energy flow to a 
certain part of the body, he says. 


Stimula ting o r seda ting 
v a rio us co mbina tio ns o f the 3 00- 
3 50 po ints no rma lly used ca n 
pro duce a v a st v a riety o f results.

‘ ‘The purpose is to normalize 
the energy that flows through 
the autonomic nerve system,” 
says Dr. Fowler.

enabled to heal itself, and 
resistance to disease rises. 
Asked to respond to the 
suggestion made by various 
critics of the method that some 
of its results may be attributable 
to auto-suggestion or a psy­ 
chosomatic effect, Dr. Fowler 
said that research on infants and 
animals has proven there is a 
physiological substance to 
acupuncture. 


Va st Po tentia l 
Dr. Fowler believes acupunc­ 
ture has a vast potential applica­ 
tion as an adjunct to traditional 
Western techniques. But, as he is 
learning graphically, there are 
not nearly enough trained 
acupuncturists to keep up with 
the mushrooming public de­ 
mand. 


Pa tients ca ll fo r a ppo intments 
fro m a ll o v er the co untry , he 
sa y s. Ma ny no w ha v e to be 
turned a wa y . The Ro wla nd 
clinic is ev en mo re o v erlo a ded. 


Dr. Fowler and Dr. Rowland 
have jointly instituted a 100-hour 
seminar in acupuncture. They 
would especially like to train 
doctors from surrounding areas 
in order to make treatments 
more readily available to 
patients from places like Lin­ 
coln. Most of their patients are 
from outside the Kansas City 
area. 


Doctors from St Joseph and 
St. Louis have been lined up for 
the seminar. Dr. Fowler said, 
but no one from Nebraska has 
enrolled yet. 


"We’re going to have to train 
somebody from up there,” he 
says.

W ISHINGTON (AP' - Presi­ 
dent Nixon asked Congress 
Wednesday night for emergency 
powers by Decembt'r to combat 
the growing fuel shortage, in­ 
cluding lower spct‘d limits, year- 
around daylight saving time and 
exemptions from antipollution 
laws 
"We are heading toward the 
most acute shortages of energy 
since World War II." Nixon told 
the nation in a broadcast ad­ 
dress. He cited the Mideast con­ 
flict as the nuse. 
In ticking off specific new 
steps to deal with the energy 
crisis. Nixon set a national goal 
that the United States meet its 
energy needs from domestic 
sources by 1980. He called that 
aim 
“Project 
Independence” 
and said the nation should work 
on it as it developed the atomic 
bomb and sent men to the moon 
N ixon d isclosed he is 
preparing plans for gasoline 
rationing only as a “contingency 
plan.” He said that users of 
home heating oil will have to get 
by with 15 per cent less fuel than 
they used last year. 
Nixon asked for. among other 
things, authority to reduce 
business operating hours, curtail 
outdoor electrical advertising 
and ornamental lighting and im­ 
pose energy conservation taxes 
or fees. 
He said he is ordering ail 
federal vehicles to travel no 
more than 50 miles per hour. 
Legislation would be necesssary 
to make that provision apply to 
all drivers. 
Nixon said, some school and 
factory schedules may be 
realigned and some jet flights 
canceled. His proposals would 
expand the government’s powers 
to adjust the schedules of planes, 
ships and other carriers. 
In addition to seeking new 
legislation, Nixon said he was 
asking everyone “to lower the 
thermostat in his home by at 
least six d^rees so that we can 
achieve a national daytime 
average of 88 degrees." 
Among his proposals is one 
that is sure to arouse controver­ 
sy on Capitol Hill. He asked for 
power to explore, develop and 
produce the naval oil r^ rve s at 
Elk Hills, Calif. Some powerful 
congressmen are against use of 
the reserves. 
Nixon said that stronger ac­ 
tions may be required if the fuel 
shortages persist despite his ac­ 
tions. 
Nixon’s top energy adviser. 
John A. Love, told reporters that 
mandatory allocation of propane 
and heating oil at the wholesale 
level will be extended to all 
petroleum pnxlucts, including 
gasoline. 
To meet the energy shortage. 
Nixon announced these steps- 
—"I am directing that in­ 
dustries and utilities which use 
coal — our most abundant 
resource — be prevented from 
converting to oil in the im­ 
mediate future.” Love said this 
regulation will be forthcoming in 
about 10 days. 
—“Efforts will also be made 
to convert power plants from the 
use of oil to the use of coal.” 
Love said some pressure could 
be brought through the alUn-a- 
tion program until authorizing 
legislation is passed. 
—“We mu.st be prepared to 
take additional steps and for that 
purpose, additional authorities 
must be provided by the

Congress." Congres.-. is already

— Authorize 
year-around 
daylight saving time.

hour 
— Authorize the Federal 
Power Commission to suspend

The President also said he was 
ordering federal agencies to 
reduce their heating, ordering 
some 500.000 federal vehicles to 
be driven no faster than 50 miles 
an hour except in emergencies, 
asking the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission to speed the licensing 
and construction of nuclear 
plants and asking governors and 
mayors to take fuel-saving 
measures. 
No Traffic Controls 
Foreseen For Lincoln

No traffic controls will be 
needed for Lincoln to meet air 
quality standards for carbon 
monoxide by 1975. state and 
federal 
officials agreed 
Wednesday. 
Whether Omaha will have to 
impose traffic restrictions on 
motorists remains a question. 
According to Gene Robinson, 
chief of the air pollution division 
for the State Department of En­ 
vironmental Control (DEC), 
(knaha will not be required to 
develop a traffic control strategy 
until more data is studied. 


That means, Robinson said, 
that it will be next year before 
the issue is resolved. 


The meeting between state 
and local air pollution agencies 
and the federal Environmental 
Protection .Agency (EPA) was 
arranged to discusss, among 
other things, recent carbon 
monoxide levels in Lincoln and 
Omaha which exceeded federal 
standards 
Odorless Gas 
Carbon monoxide, a colorless, 
odorless gas, is a prime product 
of internal combustion engines. 


In many larger cities, the 
EPA 
is seeking traffic controls, such 
as restricting parking, en­ 
couraging 
mass t ra ns i t, 
designating one-way streets and 
levying commuter taxes, to 
reduce carbon monoxide levels. 


An air sampler recently moved 
from the University campus to 
22nd & 0 Streets indicated that 
carbon monoxide levels topped 
the maximums allowed on at 
least two occasions. Federal 


standards dictate that carbon 
monoxide levels cannot exceed 
the eight-hour maximum more 
than once per year 
At Wednesday’s meeting. Gary 
Walsh, deputy air pollution con­ 
trol officer for Lincoln- 
Lancaster County, said EPA of­ 
ficials agreed that the data — 
which showed that Lincoln was 
only slightly over the standard 
on two occasions — did not 
warrant a traffic control 
strategy. 
Levels Sho uld Dro p 
EPA predictions revealed that 
Lincoln’s carbon monoxide 
levels should actually be 157c 
lower in 1975 than the maximum 
recorded this year due to the 
natural attrition of older cars 
being replaced by newer cars 
having exhaust controls. Robin­ 
son said by 19 75 Lincoln should 
experience a maximum of 8 2 
parts per million of carbon 
monoxide, the standards call for 
no more than 9 parts per million.

In Omaha. EPA officials felt 
there were some discrepancies 
in the data and wanted time to 
examine it. 
The EPA also suggested some 
changes be made in the revised 
air quality plan drawn up by the 
DEC. Robiason said the changes 
have to do with review of new 
sources of air pollution and com­ 
plex air pollution sources, such 
as proposed shopping centers 
The regulations will require 
the state to determine whether 
new pollution sources will pre­ 
vent areas from maintaining air 
quality standards.

Aiken of Vermont, said the House should either impeach Presi­ 
dent Nixon or "get off his back." The speech by Aiken, who took 
issue with demands for the President's resignation, had no im­ 
mediate impact on those demands or efforts by other leading 
Republicans to disassociate themselves and their party from 
the President.

The City Co uncil fa ces no ea sier decisio n no w tha t it ha s 
receiv ed a prelimina ry repo rt fro m its eco no mic co nsulta nt 
but it sho uld be a ble to co me to a n intellig ent co nclusio n. 
The co nsulting firm o f Ha mmer, Siler, Geo rg e Asso cia tes o f 
Denv er ha s sa id the city ca n pro fita bly a bso rb o nly o ne mo re 
mo dera te-sized sho pping center by 1 9 8 0. 


If it g oes bey ond that, the central bu siness district 
(CBD) will su ffer and fu rther decline in its share of retail 
sales from the cou nty . Also, ex isting neig hborhood centers 
su ch as Hav elock and Univ ersity Place and v ariou s strip 
bu siness areas su ch as No. 48th wou ld be hard pressed to 
hold their own. 
Thus, a ny o ne o f the three ma jo r sho pping centers no w 
pending o n the city 's zo ning list co uld do eco no mic da ma g e 
to ex isting a rea s. Ho w much da ma g e, wo uld depend upo n 
their size a nd their timing . 
★ 
Co nceiv a bly , o ne such center mig ht be co nstructed with 
co ntinued eco no mic g o o d hea lth do wnto wn a nd elsewhere 
but, a g a in, timing a nd size wo uld be v ita l co nsidera tio ns. 
Thus, the co nsulta nts ha v e to ld the co uncil tha t a ppro v a l o f 
o ne o f the pending centers mig ht be a ccepta ble. 
In their o wn wo rds, a ppro v a l o f two wo uld be fo lly . 
While tha t mig ht settle the numbers g a me, it do es no thing 
a bo ut the lo ca tio n. If o nly o ne center is a ppro v ed, which o ne 
will it be, 2 7th a nd Old Cheney Rd., 5 6th a nd Old Cheney o r 
8 4 th a nd 0 ? 
If we had to establish odds, they wou ld be three-to-one 
ag ainst 84th and 0 , two-to-one ag ainst 56th and Old Cheney 
and ev en on 27th and Old Cheney . That opinion has nothing 
to do with the relativ e merits of the proposals bu t is based 
solely on political considerations. 
★ 
At 8 4 th a nd 0 , the dev elo per, despite discla imers, 
wo uld be infring ing upo n the Stev ens Creek wa tershed a nd 
tha t is a city no -no . It is a ba ckwa rd city a ttitude but the a t­ 
titude, no netheless. 
The no d in fa v o r o f 2 7th o v er 5 6th o n Old Cheney Rd. is 
simply a hunch, ba sed la rg ely o n the indiv idua ls a nd fina nces 
ba cldng the 2 7th pro po sa l. But 5 6th still mig ht ha v e a cha nce 
ba sed strictly o n merits. 
The merit scale is really something difficu lt to deter­ 
mine. The Stev ens Creek q u estion aside, all three proposals 
hav e mu ch to say in their behalf. If we were v oting on the 
m atter and had to make the choice, we wou ld g o with 56th, 
as the least distu rbing in most aspects of all ex isting 
elements within the cit>. 
But tha t is g o ing to be a difficult cho ice fo r the City 
Co uncil to ma ke, a ssuming it a g rees with its co nsulta nt a nd 
a ppro v es o nly o ne pro po sa l.

Spea king strictly o f the CBD, the co nsulta nts po int o ut 
tha t so mething there ha s to be do ne, reg a rdless o f the 
dev elo pment o f o ther suburba n sho pping centers. Tha t is a ' 
sta tement tha t co mes a s a surprise to no o ne. 
It is sta rtling to see tha t the CBD ha s slipped in to ta l 
sho pper g o o ds sa les in the co unty fro m 71 % in 1 9 63 to a 
current lev el o f 35 .8 %. If tha t trend is no t rev ersed, the CBD 
fa ces the sa me sta te o f o bliv io n a nd eco no mic disa ster tha t 
ha s a fflicted ma ny such a rea s thro ug ho ut the co untry in re­ 
cent y ea rs. 
The CBD is now off and ru nning with a stu dy of its own 
to chart a fu tu re path of chang e and prog ress. If the CBD in­ 
terests do not u nite behind that finished plan with their 
talents and resou rces, the area mig ht v ery well then pass the 
point of no retu rn. 
We a re, witho ut questio n, a t the end o f the line 
studies a nd sta nding o n the a ctio n thresho ld.

Election Results Vary 


One morning we were in ou r 
town v ery early . The shadows 
were long across the street from 
the store fronts. The su n, it 
s e e m e d, was m a k ing a 
deliberate attempt to ou tshine 
itself. 
While I waited for The 
Farm er, my attention was 
focu sed on a larg e demolition 
g oing on across the street. One 
of the old bu ilding s was being 
tom down to make room for a 
new library that will be bu ilt in 
its place. 
I watched as one hu g e seg ­ 
ment of bricks after another was 
knocked from the sidewalls, 
crashing to the g rou nd in a lou d 
cru nching sou nd. Within 
minu tes the debris was loaded 
into a tru ck and hau led from the 
scene. 
When enou g h of the long 
sidewall had been destroy ed, the 
roof cav ed in, timbers fly ing and 
cru mpling among the eddies of 
du st that rose. 
Then with nothing more stan­ 
ding bu t the front of the 
bu ilding , I thou g ht of how the 
old bu ilding had shaded a 
nu mber of u s hig h school g irls 
along its north wall as we walked 
back to the school hou se so 
many y ears ag o. 


Once in awhile a g rou p of u s 
wou ld waik u ptown du ring the 
noon hou r to bu y a candy bar or 
other nibbling food. We only 
walked there when the day s 
were v ery warm in early spring 
or fall for then it seemed the 
wanderlu st ov ertook u s and we 
wou ld amble slowly in the su n. 
Sometimes the day wou ld be 
v ery warm. It was then we 
walked along the north side of 
the ex tended bu ilding now being 
destroy ed. It hou sed the library 
and one or two other bu sinesses.

With Democrats g enerally making strong 
showing s in state and local elections held Tu esday 
arou nd the nation, the qu estion of Waterg ate’s im­ 
pact on politics now and in the fu tu re has ag ain 
been raised. 
A nu mber of theories hav e been dev eloped in 
the wake of a smashing Democratic v ictory in the 
New Jersey g u bernatorial race and the captu re of 
city halls by Democratic and black candidates in 
New York, Detroit and elsewhere. 


One theory has to do with a retu rn to 
traditional v oting patterns; for ex ample, where 
v oters hav e traditionally elected a middle-of-the- 
road Democrat as may or, as in New York City , they 
hav e done so ag ain, after eig ht y ears u nder liberal 
Repu blican-tu rned liberal Democrat John Lindsay . 
That doesn’t hav e mu ch to do with Waterg ate and 
it is a plau sible theory . 


Another su g g ests that where local corru ption is 
an election issu e, as it was in the New Jersey g ov er­ 
nor’s contest, the Waterg ate incident and related 
campaig n improprieties will influ ence the v ote. 
Bu t in cases where corru ption is not an issu e and 
other local issu es predominate, as in the Virg inia 
g u bernatorial election won by a conserv ativ e 
Repu blican ov er a liberal independent, the only im­ 
pact Waterg ate mig ht hav e had was to so disg u st 
some v oters with all politicians that they stay ed 
away from the polls. 
We think there is plau sibility in that, too. In 
ou r opinion, Waterg ate has a selectiv e impact. It is 
an important factor in some elections, not so im- 


portant in others. And as for whether it will hav e a 
lasting impact on politics, it is still too early for that 
to be determined. 
Bu t ou r thou g hts on the matter aside, if the 
Repu blicans are desirou s of a warning from these 
recent election resu lts, it wou ld come from New 
Jersey State Sen. Joseph Merlino, who said that his 
party ’s captu re of the g ov ernorship and the state 
leg islatu re was a sig n that v oters will continu e to 
pu nish the GOP u ntil it decides to "du mp” Presi­ 
dent Nix on. 
Perhaps the most sig nificant election resu lt 
Tu esday was the rejection by California v oters of 
Gov . Ronald Reag an’s scheme to cu t state tax es 
and permanently Umit state spending . 
The defeat of Reag an’s Proposition One is seen 
as a setback to the g ov ernor’s presidential chances 
in 19 76. And if that is the messag e he is g oing to 
take to the nation, the setback is deserv ed. 
Proposition One was sort of a "g et rich qu ick” 
promise desig ned to su cker the v oters into taking 
an inmiedlate state income tax cu t withou t asking 
them to think responsibly abou t a lev el of fu tu re 
rev enu es su fficient to pay for the essential state 
serv ices that all bu t perhaps the wealthiest of 
California’s citizens will need. A majority of that 
state’s v oters were not conv inced; they saw that 
the ceiling wou ld most benefit the wealthy , that it 
wou ld limit serv ices in the fu tu re and wou ld u n­ 
dou btedly resu lt in an increase in local property 
tax es, and that is to their credit. Similar schemes 
shou ld be similarly rejected wherev er they are 
offered. 


Ju st as I thou g ht of this I saw 
the final lu rch of the front wall 
tu mble to the street. It bu ckled 
in the center, stood a moment 
then like an old man, stu mbling 


u nder a heav y load, it fell to the 
g rou nd. A g reat pu ff of du st and 
plaster filled the air. Then I 
heard a lou d thu d and g nashing 
(rf blocks as it hit the street. An 
echo rev erberated u p the qu iet 
street and the old bu ilding was 
no more. 
I mig ht hav e had misg iv ing s at 
seeing the old bu ilding razed if it 
were not for the fact that a new 
library is to be bu ilt in its place. 
It is g ood to know something 
new and rewarding is to be bu ilt 
in ou r town. 
So many small towns are 
tearing down the old bu ilding s 
leav ing nothing bu t deep g aps in 
their place. That is what makes a 
small town die.

A Staggering Cost 


WASHINGTON - History 
teaches that defeat often con­ 
tains the seeds of u ltimate 
triu mph. A case in point is Adolf 
H itler’s abortiv e “ beer-hall 
pu tsch,” which took place 50 
y ears ag o — on Nov . 8-9 , 1923. 
Hitler su ffered a hu miliating set­ 
back, y et a decade later he was 
in total control of the German 
state. 
In Nov ember, 1923, Germany 
was in tu rmoil. F'rance had oc­ 
cu pied the Ru hr the prev iou s 
Janu ary to force prompt pay ­ 
m e nt 
of 
G e r m a n 
war 
reparations. As a resu lt, the 
already shaky mark v irtu ally 
ceased to ex ist as a v iable 
cu rrency . When the Ru hr was 
occu pied, the v alu e of the mark 
dropped to 180,000 to the U.S. 
dollar. By Nov ember the 
ex chang e rate was sev eral 
trillion marks per dollar. 


Hitler fig u red that the Weimar 
Repu blic was ripe for toppling , 
and that he was the man to bring 
it down. Bu t consider his 
situ ation: He was merely the 
head of the National Socialist 
German Workers (Nazi) Party , 
whose 10,000 members were 
concentrated almost ex clu siv ely 
in Bav aria. Hitler proceeded 
with his plan, any way . 


Gn Nov . 8,19 23, Hitler and his 
followers took ov er Mu nich’s 
Bu erg erbrau Keller, where 
G u sta v 
v on 
K ahr, 
t h e 
monarchist Bav arian premier, 
was addressing a political 
meeting . Ov erwhelmed, Kahr 
and the commander of the 
Bav arian police swore loy alty to 
the Nazi rev olu tion. 
The following day , 3,000 Nazi 
storm troopers marched throu g h 
the streets of Mu nich in a show' 
of streng th, challeng ing the I 
army and the police to fire on 
them. Hitler led the march. Bu t' 
the blu ff failed. A g u n battle! 
eru pted in which 16 of Hitler’s^ 
followers were killed. 


The pu tsch was ov er — and so, 
it seemed, was Hitler's political 
career. With characteristic cu n­ 
ning and resou rcefu lness, 
howev er, Hitler manag ed to 
capitalize on his apparent dis­ 
g race. "Hitler at once g rabbed 
the limelig ht for himself” at his 
1924 trial on treason charg es, 
William L. Shirer has observ ed. 
"From beg inning to end he 
dominated the cou rtroom. 


Hitler was sentenced to fiv e 
y ears’ confinement in the for­ 
tress at Landsberg , bu t serv ed 
only arou nd nine months. 
Du ring that period, he com­ 
pleted most of the first v olu me 
of his political testament, "Mein 
Kampf.” 


☆ ☆ ☆ 
The horrors perpetrated by 
Hitler du ring his 12 y ears as 
leader of the Thou sand-Year 
Reich are familiar to all. So 
familiar, in fact, that Hitler, the 
man, is lost sig ht of. Now, after 
nearly three decades of neg lect, 
a nu mber of scholars and 
biog raphers are ex aming Hitler 
and his times. "No, not enou g h 
has been written y et abou t why 
the German people fell for 
Hitler so hard,” say s Dr. Werner 
Maser, au thor of "Adolf Hitler; 
Leg end, My th & Reality .” "Bu t 
that will follow. First, we hav e 
to u nderstand what kind of man 
Hitler was.” 


As Sec. of State Henry Kissing er was heading 
for Cairo, the Middle East ru mor mill hinted of a 
fresh ou tbreak of war, perhaps within a week. 
Wednesday , after meeting with Eg y ptian 
President Anwar el-Sadat, Kissing er spoke in 
hopefu l terms abou t preconditions for peace to 
which Sadat apparently ag reed. At least Sadat, too, 
was hopefu l. 
The whole world can join them, ex pecially the 
peoples of the Arab states and Israel. 
Thou g h Arab casu alties hav e not been official­ 
ly annou nced, they u ndou btedly were stag g ering . 
More stag g ering , becau se of the v ast g ap in pop­ 
u lations, were the Israeli casu alty fig u res. The 


g ov ernment in Tel Av ia annou nced this week that 
1,854 Israeli soldiers were killed in the recent three- 
weeks war. For the cou ntry of 2.8 million, it was 
the proportionate equ iv alent of 138,750 American 
deaths. The 50,000 deaths in Vietnam ov er ten 
y ears was more than enou g h blood for America to 
lose. 
It cou ld come to the point where the stag g ering 
losses su ffered by both sides in this seeming ly 
endless conflict will speak more persu asiv ely for 
peace than the political aims and blood hatreds 
speak for war. Hopefu lly it will not come to that — 
the necessity for more people to die before reason 
prev ails.

The series of articles featu red 
recently by The Star ex plaining 
the shortag e of g rain and the 
reasons for the increase in price 
failed to inclu de one v ery larg e 
u nnecessary u se of g rain and 
that is the millions of bu shels of 
g rain u sed by the breweries 
whose finished produ ct bring s 
only trag ic hig hway deaths, 
broken homes, battered children 
and ov erwhelming problems in 
welfare rolls. 
One brewery annou nced that 
ev en thou g h there was a shor­ 
tag e of g rain, they did not an­ 
ticipate cu tting produ ction and 
another has ju st annou nced an 
ex pansion prog ram which in­ 
clu des the bu ilding of the larg est 
brewery ev er bu ilt on a 19 3-acre 
tract in the New Ly sander Com­ 
mu nity twelv e miles northwest 
of Sy racu se, New York, which 
will produ ce 58 million barrels of 
beer a y ear. They are also in­ 
creasing the sizes of their other 
plants in Long v iew, Tex as, Tam­ 
pa Florida, Los Ang eles, 
Memphis and Milwau kee which 
will increase their produ ction 
millions of barrels more. This is 
a lot of g rain g oing down the 
alcoholic drain.

WASHINGTON - On the first 
anniv ersary of Richard Nix on’s 
spectacu lar re-election v ictory , 
this city is still try ing to analy ze 
what it was in his character that 
brou g ht abou t the g reatest fall 
since Lu cifer. 
History su g g ests a partial 
ex planation: Landslide v ictories 
tend to distort men’s ju dg ments. 
Franklin Roosev elt swept the 
cou ntry in 1936 and stu mbled 
into the Su preme Cou rt packing 
controv ersy . 
Ly ndon Johnson 
plu ng ed from his triu mph in 
1964 into a reckless adv entu re in 
Vietnam, which finally drov e 
him from office. And Richard 
'Nix on interpreted his 19 72 v ic­ 
tory as a mandate to impose his 
will on the Cong ress. 


There was a flieory a y ear ag o 
that Nix on wou ld see his v ictory 
as the final reward of a tru ly 
remarkable political career, and 
that he wou ld u se it to bring 
abou t an era of reconciliation 
before the 200th anniv ersary of 
the Declaration in 19 76. 


That option lay clearly befoio 
him. He was bring ing the war to 
a close for 
America. The 
Democratic Party was in dis­ 
array , and after a decade of war 
abroad and u rban tu rmoil at 
home, the need and long ing of 
the nation was for a period of 
qu iet and calm. 


He did not want reconcilia­ 
tion, howev er, bu t v indication, 
and ev en retribu tion. 
I remember g oing to the White 
Hou se shortly after the election 
of 19 72 and discu ssing with one 
of his most tru sted aides the 
possibility of reconciliation. "It 
will not come from this hou se,” 
he said. "The President does not 
want to make peace with his 
critics: He wants them to admit 
pu blicly that they were wrong .” 
Arthu r M. Schlesing er Jr., the 
historian, in a new book^ "The 
Imperial Presidency ’* arg u es 
that Nix on, facing enormou s 
tasks at home and abroad, came 
to believ e that it was in the 
national interest to ev ade the 
tiresome ov ersig ht of the 
Cong ress and direct affairs from 
the White Hou se, and that 
something compu lsiv e in the 
President’s character drov e him 
in this direction. 


“His rev olu tion,” Schlesing er 
wrote, "took direction and color 
not ju st from ex ternal cir­ 
cu mstances pressing new powers 
on the presidency , bu t from the 
driv es and needs of his own 
ag itated psy che. This was the 
fatal flaw tai the rev olu tionary 
desig n. For ev ery where arou nd 
him he saw hideou s threats to 
the national secu rity 


"Nix on’s presidency was not 


an aberration bu t a cu lmination. 
It carried to reckless ex tremes a 
compu lsion toward presidential 
power rising ou t of deep-ru nning 
chang es in the fou ndations of 
society . In a time of the accelera­ 
tion of history and the decay of 
traditional institu tions and 
v alu es, a presidency was both a 
g reater necessity than ev er 
before and a g reater risk — 
necessary to hold a spinning and 
distracted society tog ether, 
necessary to make the separa­ 
tion of powers work, risky 
becau se of the awfu l temptation 
held ou t to ov erride the separa­ 
tion of powers and bu rst the 
bonds of the Constitu tion.” 
Many people here wou ld dis­ 
ag ree that Nix on set ou t con­ 
sciou sly to bu rst the bonds of the 
Constitu tion, bu t many wou ld 
certainly ag ree that this was the 
resu lt, and that the nation 
requ ired a strong presidency for 
leadership, and the separation of 
powers for liberty , bu t g ot from 
Nix on a strong er presidency at 
the ex pense of both Cong ress 
and liberty . 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
There were other personal 
aspects to this trag edy . The 
desire to av oid the fru strations 
of dealing with the Cong ress or 
a ns w e ring the 
aw kw ard 
qu estions of toe p r ^ led to toe 
secrecy of toe v hiite Hou se, to 


the isolation of the President 
with a small staff and a v ery few 
friends. Only in this closed at­ 
mosphere did he seem to be 
comfortable. 


A y ear ag o, nobody here cou ld 
ev en hav e imag ined the terrible 
retribu tion of recent ev ents. 
Ev en Waterg ate mig ht hav e 
been ov ercome if he had been 
candid rig ht after the election in­ 
stead of cag ey and defiant, if he 
had made half as many con­ 
cessions early as he has made 
late, if he had been faithfu l to his 
own promises to seek “recon­ 
ciliation instead of confron­ 
tation” at home as well as 
abroad. 


The resu lt is that his election 
mandate has now dwindled to 
the lowest point in the popu lari­ 
ty polls of any president in the 
last 20 y ears, and he is facing the 
most seriou s threat of impeach­ 
ment of any president in a cen­ 
tu ry . 


Nev ertheless, the dang ers of 
secrecy still ex ist. He is still 
isolat^ in the White Hou se, 
Camp Dav id, Key Biscay ne, or 
San Clemente with a different 
bu t equ ally small staff, facing 
toe cou rts and toe Cong ress only 
when forced to do so, and liv ing 
like a man u nder sieg e.

Many people hav e criticized 
this decision as an infring ement 
on their relig iou s freedom, bu t 
they failed to note that the First 
Amendment states v ery clearly : 
"Cong ress shall make no law 
respecting an estabUshment of 
relig ion or prohibiting the free 
ex ercise thereof . . . ” The im­ 
plications of this amendment are 
many . Relev ant to this par­ 
ticu lar case is the fact that no tax 
in any amou nt can be lev ied to 
su pport any reUg iou s beliefs. 
Also, the g ov ernment cannot 
participate in the affairs of any 
relig iou s org anization. 


If the g ov ernment does par­ 
ticipate by erecting a creche, it is 
indicating a preference for one 
relig iou s denomination ov er 
another. What rig ht does the 
g ov ernment hav e to u se pu blic 
fu nds for the su pport of a par­ 
ticu lar reUg iou s seg ment of ou r 
society ? This is a v iolation of the, 
basic principle of separation of 
chu rch and state. This is one of 
the reasons that the United 
States was orig inally estabUshed. 
Let ■ u s hope that relig iou s 
freedom will continu e to ex ist 
for all Americans, and that the 
g ov ernment will not interfere 
with this preciou s rig ht.

Hastings (UPl) — The Adams 
County Board has set a Nov, 20 
hearing date to determine 
whether to retain the position of 
county su p erin ten d en t of 
schools. 
LB4 02 , approved during the 
1973 legislative session, provided 
that after a public hearing, a 
county board may eliminate the 
superintendent’s position. The 
superintend^ t's duties would 
then be contracted with either 
an educational service unit or a 
school district in classes two 
through six. 


In A dam s C o u n ty , the 
superintendent’s 
duties, 
if 
elim inated, would 
fall to 
Educational Service Unit No. 9. 
The law provides that the ser­ 
vice unit or the school district 
could charge from $2 ,5 00 up to 
1/10 of one mill for services, 
which ever was more. 


The board noted that the 
Adams County superintendent's 
budget of more than $16,000 
would be reduced to an es­ 
timated $10,000 if the post is 
eliminated.

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Tax Service Takes 
A Step In ITT Case

Washington — The Internal 
Rev enue Service, which is recon­ 
sidering a controversial 1969 tax 
ruling that allowed the Inter­ 
national Telephone and 
Telegraph Corp. to acquire the 
Hartford Fire Insurance Co., has 
taken a significant step in the 
case, according to sources close 
to the tax service 
In a move that was seen as a 
possible preliminary step to 
revoking the rule, the IRS 
recently obtained a lost of Hart­ 
ford shareholders who had 
traded their stock for ITT shares 
in the tax-free transaction, the 
sources said. 
Last April the New York IRS 
office ret'ommended revocation 
of the tax ruling, which made 
possible the largest corporate 
merger in U.S. history. The 
recommendation was apparently 
based on a complex disposition 
of Hartford stock by ITT to an 
Italian bank. 
ITT said in April that an 
adverse tax ruling could cost 
former Hartford shareholders 
about $30 m illion. Trade

The IRS action in obtaining 
the stockholder list, which took 
place about a month ago. is the 
first outward sign of activity by 
the tax service's headquarters 
since it received the case from 
its New York office.

The comprehension of an alien culture 
is^at best, a difficult task And those who 
seek such knowledge in the annals of 
politic al. military and economic achieve­ 
ment will surely overlook an essential fac­ 
tor — the spiritual catalyst that underlies 
all human endeavor 


Only by studying a nation’s artistic 
heritage, as it has been coupled with 
more quantifiable historical events, can 
an individual come to grasp the essential 
nature of a foreign people 


It is for this reason that Western 
readers may well be grateful for the ef­ 
forts of Huynh Sanh Thong, whose 
translation of “The Tale of Kieu,” a 
lengcndary Vietnamese narrative poem, 
has recently been published in this coun- 
tr> by Random House 


Written by Vietnamese poet-statesman 
Nguyen Du. and first published after his 
death in 1820, “The Tale of Kieu" has 
been hailed as the “supreme achievement 
of Vietnamese literature” 


The story itself is simply. It concerns a 
young girl of great talent and beauty — 
Thuy Kieu ~ who sells herself as a con­ 
cubine and later is betrayed into prostitu­ 
tion as a means of obtaining ransom 
money to save her family. 


Wandering about the countryside for 15 
years, ever aware of her painful lot, 
“ Kieu as a folk symbol ”.ands for the vic­ 
tim's struggle to survive by drawing com­ 
fort and sustenance from a mixture of the 
popular belief in Heaven's will and the 
Buddhist concept of fate," observes the 
author of the introductory remarks. 


According to Alexander W^oodside, who 
penned the historical notes that precede 
the poem. “It rKieu’i has become a kind 
of continuing emotional laboratory in 
which all the great and timeless issues of 
personal morality and political obligation 
are tested and resolved lor left un­ 
resolved > for each new generation." 


And in the introduction, it is 
noted that the poem “ manages to project 
one stark, readily recognizable image 
about Vietnam — the picture of a society 
of victims, of people punished for crimes 
and sms they did not commit." 


Apart from the obvious political, 
cultural and religious overtones con­ 
tained in "The Tale Of Kieu." the poem 
IS a lyrical masterpiece rendered 
eminently readable by Huynh's transla­ 
tion 


With an economy of style and un­ 
derstated elegance, the author weaves the 
story of the hapless Kieu His use of 
natural imagery (“ Does a raindrop decide 
where it will falD") goes far beyond the 
purpose of embellishment. 


“The Tale of Kieu" is much more than 
simply an artistic achievement. Its entire 
mood, the tone of the narrative, are in­ 
dicators of a rich cultural heritage too lit­ 
tle knowTi to Western man

New York (AP) — The critical 
shortage of newprint that 
gripped many of the nation’s 
newspapers in late summer and 
early fall has begun to ease in 
the last few weeks with the 
settlement of labor disputes at 
most Canadian mills.

At the Lindsay*Schaub 
Newspapers, based in Decatur, 
III, Fklitor Robert Hartley said 
all advertising was eliminated 
from five of the group’s papers 
for two weeks in September. 
But the availability of new- 
print now and in the future 
remains a major source of con­ 
cern at papers across the coun­ 
try. 


The shortage was touched off 
by three-month strikes at 
Canada’s major paper mills, 
which supply close to 70'7o of the 
newsprint consumed in the 
United States 
After strikes at all but three 
relatively small mills were 
settled last month, the situation 
began to improve almost im- 
miHliately, publishing officials 
say, 
Fewer Cutbacks 
Theodore Serrill, executive 
vice president of the National 
Newspaper Association, which 
includes 6,580 papers, said 
as.Miciation members are repor­ 
ting “ many fewer specific in­ 
stances of cutbacks now than a 
month ago, 
“ The tightness now mostly 
affects those small papers which 
buy from paper jobbers instead 


“ That got us through the 
crisis," he said. “We are running 
close to normal now and see no 
need to trim back in the future” 
The situation is different, 
however, for papers — including 
the Christian Science Monitor 
and the Marshall Field papers in 
Chicago — which are served by 
the few mills where strikes con­ 
tinue. 
Resumed Production 
After a Boise Cascade facility 
in Ontario resumed production 
earlier this week, however, the 
only strikes still unsettled were 
at Price Paper Corp. mills in 
Quebec and Ontario. 


The ('hristian Science Monitor 
suspended printing of its Satur­ 
day edition at the start of this 
month when its Midwest printer, 
largely supplied by Price, could 
not get enough paper for six full 
editions a week.

Both councilmen ftck Baker 
and Bob Sikyta agreed with 
Denney that they would like to 
hear the applicants’ response to 
the economic figures which 
show that if the city wants to 
reverse 
the downtown's 
declining trend and have the 
downtown grow by 3". no new- 
shopping centers should be built 
One Center By 1980 
The report also stated that in 
order for the central business 
district (CBD) to hold its present 
share of the county's retail 
market. 35.8" this year, one 
moderately sized shopping 
center could be built by 1980. 


Coundlwoman Sue Bailey was 
the most outspoken about the 
implications another regional 
shopping center would have on 
the CBD.

Dr. Robert Koefoot of Grand 
Island said Wednesday that he 
would vote against the proposal, 
which would give the now- 
defunct campus to the state as a 
gift from several Scottsbluff area 
interests. 


Koefoot said he would go 
along with the decision ren­ 
dered by Gov. J. J. Elxon’s spe­ 
cial commission that studied the 
possible uses of the campus. 


"We asked the Governor to ap­ 
point a commission to study the 
proposal He did so. and that 
commission recommended that 
the state not acquire the cam­ 
pus." he said. 


Koefoot added. “ I think we 
owe it to the commission to 
abide by their decision" 


Koefoot said he could not pre­ 
dict how the Regents would vote 
on the issue, and noted that 
several board members favored 
the acceptance of the campus.

Bailey said. “The potential 
floor space does fall into the 
same category of being a major 
center" 
Additionally, she said The 
Highland shopping area's loca­ 
tion could have a greater impact 
on Inflow retail sales from out- 
of-towTiers due to its proximity 
to the Interstate. 


Sikyta remarked that there are

spent in Lincoln and that (The 
Highland) would be one more 
place for the dollars to go." 


Boosalis said the effect that 
shopping area would have on the 
downtown would hinge on the 
size of the development. 
Baker said he did not expect 
the council to dip into its pen­ 
ding list and act on the three 
proposed shopping center 
applications for at least another 
month in order to give the 
applicants time to respond to the 
report. Another meeting with 
Hammer, Siler, George is also 
scheduled next month.

Office Battling The Shivers 
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KANSAS CITY (AP) - From 
a hectic outpost in Kansas City, 
the rej?ional Office of Oil and 
(ias is trying to keep people in 
Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska 
and Iowa from shivering. 
A few are cold right now, from 
want of propane gas or heating 
oil 
Donald Brooks, acting region­ 
al director, is trying to get fuel 
for them and at the same time 
gear up the machinery to handle 
the crisis which is almost sure to 
come as the winter gets colder 
and longer. 


“ If everyone helps by con­ 
serving fuel, then we’ll get 
through," Brooks said, “ If we do 
not conserve, we are going to be 
hurting" 
Home heating is the main con­ 
cern at the moment; but the 


regiftnal office also is getting 
into the problems of big in­ 
dustries which depend on diesel 
fuel. Will they have to close 
down? 
In the meantime Brooks con­ 
tends with the fact that all four 
of his office’s telephone lines are 
nearly always busy, there are 
barely enough chairs to go 
around, he’s run out of copies of 
some of the patched up forms 
which wholesalers, retailers and 
industrial users need for fuel 
applications. 
Despite the busy signals most 
of the time, the regional office is 
handling 185 calls a day for some 
kind of help There are only 
seven people to cope with them, 
plus those who bring their 
problems in pi*r.son. 
Brooks estimated two per cent 
of Tuesday’s calls involved peo- 
Blackouts Predicted 
'Soon' In Nebraska 


Grand Island, Neb. (AP) — 
Blackouts and brownouts that 
often occur in the East may soon 
become a reality in Nebraska. 
"There is a probability that 
Nebraska will be in the dark very 
soon,’’ according to Grand 
Island utility director Frank 
Phelps. 
Representatives of local 
utilities, industry and business 
were told that as of Tuesday, the 
utility department began to deal 
with a 50 per cent curtailment of 
natural gas from its supplier, 
Kansas-Nebraska Natural Gas 
Co. 
“ We will now go on 50% oil 
and we’re told that as the

temperature drops we could 
expect to go on 100% oil in­ 
definitely,” Phelps said. 
James Asbury, vice president 
of operations for Kansas- 
Nebraska in Hastings, said 
Wednesday the weather was a 
factor in the firm’s ability to 
deliver gas to the large industrial 
interruptible customers. 
“ We were taking gas out of 
our underground storage reser­ 
voirs and we are reluctant to 
withdraw what we have in 
storage at this time,” he said. 
He said the amount of interup- 
tion in service to industrial 
customers would depend on 
weather and how cold it gets 
here this winter. Other power 
operations affected include Cen­ 
tral Nebraska Public Power 
District, the Hastings Power 
Plant, several power plants in 
Kansas and southern Nebraska 
and the Scottsbluff power plant. 
“ We must be able to assure 
the availability of gas to our firm 
residential customers through 
the winter” Asbury said. “ If the 
temperature drops. 100 smaller 
industrial customers could be 
affected." 
Grand Island also would face 
problems if it were necessary to 
use oil to power generators, 
Phelps said, because of the 
“staggering amount,” needed. 
Indefinite use of oil would 
require 25,000,000 gallons, he 
said.

pie who were actually out of 
propane gas or heating oil. 
Another 8% involved those who 
were running out. The rest of the 
calls ask how to get fuel, but on a 
less urgent basis, Brooks said. 


“The immediate problem,” he 
said, “ is to find suppliers and get 
their fuel where It is needed. 
Right now, our problem is more 
in heating oil than propane.” 


Within two weeks. Brooks 
hopes, it will not be necessary to 
come to his office with each of 
these emergencies. 
One of his Tuesday callers was 
Harry F. Robertson, on loan 
from the U.S. Bureau of Mines 
office in Topeka. Robertson is in 
the process of becoming the 
federal allocations officer for 
Kansas. He is working with state 
officials on setting up a state 
allocations office to handle 
emergency requests for fuel. 


Brooks conferred in Jefferson 
City Monday on getting the same 
procedure working for Missouri. 
On Friday, there is a meeting in 
Lincoln on the progress in 
Nebraska, 
Between work sessions with 
Robertson. Brooks conferred 
with two missionaries from an 
association of highway builders. 
They were anxious a^ut diesel 
fuel for their big machines, now 
and next spring when the bitter 
weather has ended. They left 
with a scrounged copy of the 
latest revised application blank 
and permission to reproduce it. 


In the meantime. Brooks also 
was working with Robert Moore 
and the latest regulations, direc­ 
tions and other information he 
brought from Washington 


In Washington. Moore has 
been involved in allocation of oil 
imports; and he expressed a fear 
that the cutbacks imposed by the 
Arab nations in the Mideast will 
cause hard problems toward the 
end of the heating season. 


“ We may be stretching out our 
supply with the rationing type 
actions were are taking now,” he 
.said. “ Whether we suffer many 
depend on how soon people 
realize that the problem is real.” 


Brooks was happy to report 
that the potential crisis of a shor­ 
tage of propane gas for crop 
dry ing apparently has passed. 


“That two to three weeks of 


beautiful weather in the latter 
part of October saved a lot of 
fuel,” Brooks said. “ Most of the 
crops now are gathered and 
there hasn’t been too much of a 
problem. We still have 
propane.” 
No one around the Office of 
Oil and Gas wants to hazard an 
estimate on how close the sup­ 
ply of propane, heating oil and 
diesel fuel will come to filling 
the needs within the next few 
months. 
They report that people in the 
industry are talking about fall­ 
ing 10, 15 and up to 20 per cent 
short. 
When the government put 
propane under allocation Oct. 2, 
Brooks was working for the 
Federal 
Aviation 
Adminis­ 
tration. Some of the people who 
moved with him into bare office 
space two weeks ago are from 
Housing and Urban Devel­ 
opment. some from the Office of 
F]mergency Preparedness. He 
hopes soon to have 20 people in­ 
stead of .seven and enough desk 
to go around. 
One of Tuesday’s calls was 
from a woman who wanted ad­ 
vice on what kind of heating she 
should Install in a new home into 
which she expects to move next 
March. 
The girl who was trying to 
handle four phone lines gave her 
.some nice chit-chat and a gentle 
dismissal: 
“Our problem is people who 
are cold right now—we re 
struggling with November.”

pricing patterns following a 
sharp 15 per oent decline in 
September.
